With respect to applicant's argument that Levine does not disclose a stand alone printer, 
has been considered. 

In reply: A stand alone printer is an appliance that is capable of processing and printing 
digital files independent of an external host device, wherein processing means calculating a pixel 
pattern to be printed on the printable medium that represent the corresponding digital file. 

Levine, teaches an appliance/printing apparatus (the system that is formed by previewer- 
processor unit 12 and copier printer 22, column 3, lines 40-60, fig. 1) capable of processing and 
printing digital files (column 3, lines 30-60) independent of an external host device, (the 
processing and printing are all occurring within the system that is formed by previewer-processor 
unit 12 and copier printer 22) wherein processing means calculating a pixel pattern (the image 
pattern that is being printed, column 3, lines 59-62) to be printed on the printable medium that 
represent the corresponding digital file.
